The claimant must have 
been born before January 1, 

1915. 

Total household inco m c 
must be $20,000 or less. 

The property must have a 
liomeowners’ exemption. 

'The claimant must own 
and occupy the home on De¬ 
cember 31. 1976. 

The claimant and all co- 
owners must have an equity 
in the property totaing at 
least 20 per cent of the mar¬ 
ket value. 

There must be a separate 
tax bill on the claimant’s 
home. 

The department warned 
anyone who does not have 
the homeowners’ exemption 
that December 1 is the abso¬ 
lute deadline for filing wilh 
the local county tax asses¬ 
sor. The assessor also is the 
person to contact about a 
separate tax bill by home- 
owners living in multiple 
units. 

If the home is owned by 
a married couple, only one 
spouse needs to meet the age 
requirement or live in the 
home. Co-owners, other than 
the claimant’s spouse, must 
each meet all of the filing 
requirements, including age 
and occupany, according to 
the department. 

If a homeowner decides to 
postponq payment of prop¬ 
erty taxes, the State of Cali¬ 
fornia pays the taxes to the 
cotiny and then files a lien 
against the home for the 
amount of the taxes. Seven 
per cent a year interest is 
added to the lien.

family, friends and co-work¬ 
ers understand and know 
what to do when one oc¬ 
curs. 

Here’s what to do when 
you think someone is having 
a heart attack. The most 
important signal is a steady 
pressure on the center of the 
chest lasting two minutes or 
more. The discomfort may 
spread to the arms, neck, or 
jaw — but don’t wait for 
this to occur. Bear in mind 
that the victim may look 
completely well and may 
deny that his symptoms are 
serious. 

Next, respond immediate¬ 
ly' Don’t wait for sevei-e 
pain, dizziness, fai nt i n g, 
shortness of breath. Seconds 
count! Don’t let them slip 
away! The best thing to do 
is to report your suspicions 
as quickly as possible to 
your local fire department 
rescue squad. Or drive the 
l>erson to a nearby hospital 
emergency room that meets 
Heart Association standards 
for emergency cardiac care. 
Fire department and hos¬ 
pital personnel will be stand¬ 
ing by — ready to help — 
and possibly save that life. 

Siera Madreans are indec-d 
fortunate, they have at their 
disposal a 24-hour medical 
program that is second to 
none. The program is under 
the direction of the Sien-a 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment, where thoroughly 
trained Elmergency Medical 
Technicians are at your bo- 
kened call. All you need to 
do is dial 355-1401, and they 
will be at the bedside of the 
victim within minutes. They 
know all of the symptoms cf 
a heart attack and how to 
best take care of the victim. 
They know the location of 
the closest emergeny hospital 
and how to get you there at 
the earliest possible minute 
and they have the equipment 
and knowledge to take care 
of the victim until they 
reach the hospital. 

The services of the Sierra 
Madro Emergency Medical 
Team is absoilutely free, and 


always available, you have 
no excuse in mot calling 
them when the slightest pain 
persists. All that is neces¬ 
sary is that you are a resi¬ 
dent of the City of Sierra 
Madre, or are within the 
city limits, that alone quali¬ 
fies you to take full advan¬ 
tage of this program. In 
short, anyone visiting you 
who becomes ill, or anyone 
motoring through the city 
that needs the service, it will 
be provided without cost. 
Ambulance, doctor or hes -1 
pital costs must be borne by 
the ailing, hut the services 
of the EMTs has absolutely 
no cost whatsoever. 

Heart attacks .need not be 
devastating to either the vic¬ 
tim or family — most pa¬ 
tients recover completely. In 
fact, many patients tell me 
they enjoy life more Oince 
certain adjustments to their 
life styles have been made. 
And it could all happem as a 
result of your ow;n quick 
thinking and intelllgemt re¬ 
sponse.

Q. — I live in a small town 
(250) people and do not have 
access to minute-by-minute 
stockmarket news. I’m In¬ 
terested in i,nve.sting, but 
wonder if I could really do 
well being isolated as I am. 

A. — Another letter came 
to my desk today that an¬ 
swers your question very 
v/ell. It is from a group of 
farmers, and the nearest 
town to them has just 350 
people in it. Their source of 
news is a large city news¬ 
paper and occasional copies 
of Barrens, Better Investi.ng 
and the Wall Street Journal. 
'Their record is the best pos¬ 
sible testimony as to hew 
well a group of rural in¬ 
vestors can do when they 
elect to follow conservative, 
tested investment principles. 
This group of farmers start¬ 
ed their investment club rn 
1962, investing $10 a month. 
Through the years, the first 
members have depo sited 
$■1,900 and those deposits are 
now worth $9,243. That’s 
pretty good for a small 
monthly investment. All of 
the members together have 
deposited $90,800 and have a 
fine group of stocks worth 
$147,888. 

This club has had three 
guiding principles: One was 
to Invest regularly for a long 
period of time. Tire second 
was to buy good quality 
companies and to buy more 
of those stocks when the 
price was right. 

Day-to-day informa t i o n 
about stocks is important if 
you are a trader and are 
going to buy on short tenn 
moves; but if you want to 
invest and build a holding of 
securities into an account 
that will brighten your re 
tirement years, you don’t 
have to haunt a bro.kcr''s 
wire room. ’Two cf the best 
security analysts I know 
make periodic trips into th« 
woods of Maine so they can 
straighten out their thinking 
and not be swayed by the 
dozens of short term con¬ 
flicting views that come to 
their desks every dav. 

Q. — I know that the mar¬ 
gins on supermarkets are not 
big and that a profit of 1 % 
cents to 3 cents on a dollars 
sales is normal. I have a 
friend who says she paid 
$12,230 for some Kroger 
stock three years ago, that 
It is now worth $16,372 and 
she has had dividends of 
more than seven per ce,nt on 
her money in the mean¬ 


time. ’That sounds awfully 
good for such a low profit 
business. How could she do 
that well. 

A. — Whether a share¬ 
holder does well or doesn’t, 
depends so much on whethe’- 
the company makes a lot on 
each dollar of sales. It de¬ 
pends more on how m.ucli 
money the company makes 
on each dollar the share¬ 
holder has Ln the business 
There is a big difference b<‘- 
Iween tho.se two hings. A 
well-run supermarket like 
Krogers may not make much 
on each dollar of sales, hut 
the management works real 
hard to get several dollars 
of sales every year for each 
dollar that is at work in the 
business. If management 
gets, for instance, $10 of 
sales each year for each dol¬ 
lar i.n the business, then 
while the company may 
make only 1% cents on a 
dollar of sales to the cus¬ 
tomer, the $10 of sales in the 
year per dollar Invested 
means the business has 
really earned 15 cents on 
each dollar invested, and 
that’s not bad. 

Q. — In 1970, I bought 
some stock in Mapcc'. My 
average cost per share is 
little over $4. It has been 
a real joy to own th“ stock. 
The dividend I am now re¬ 
ceiving is more each year 
than 25 per cent of my cost. 
The stock has recesntly been 
selling at about ten times 
what I paid for it; but yes- 
erday, the stock went down 
$3.75. There was a lot of 
selling. Do you think this 
would be a good time to sell 
the stock? 

A. — If you want to sell 
the stock, the day before 
yesterday would have beein a 
better time. I don’t kno'v 
just what your investment 
philosophy is, but, si,nee you 
have held the stock for more 
than seven y e a rs, you 
wouldn’t seem to be an in 
and-outer, or the kind that 
would panic on yesterday's 
market. 

As I read the information 
on the compa.ny, the sizeable 
selling in the stock came 
about when the president of 
the company gave a talk in 
which he said that he ex¬ 
pected third quarter earnings 
to be lower than they were 
the previous year. Mapco is 
a company that has had a 
long record of rapidly in¬ 
creasing earnings per share. 
Ten years ago, they were

$.32 a share. Last year, they 
were $3. When a company 
establishes a record like 
that, it attracts a lot ot 
speculators who are betting 
that the record will con¬ 
tinue. When the record is 
broken or there is a pause 
in growth, those people sell 
out quickly. 

When the president report¬ 
ed that earnings would be 
down in the third quarter he 
gave as the reason the fact 
that wild-cat strikes in the 
coal industry in this period 
had affected the cempauy’s 
production e'/en though its 
operations are inot unionized. 
There had also been pic¬ 
keting by residents near two 
of the mines because of very 
bad read conditions. Neithei 
of these items are likely to 
liave a.ny long range effect 
on the company. Long rainge, 
the compay has experienced 
a sizeable decline i,n its In¬ 
donesian oil production and 
reserves. As an offset to this, 
the compa.ny has been mak¬ 
ing sizeable increases in Its 
coal reserves. On balance it 
woiuld seem like the com¬ 
pany is in pretty good posi¬ 
tion to make continued pro¬ 
gress. My guess Is that it 
wen’t grow as rapidly in the 
next ten years as it has in 
the last, hut it would seem 
likely to do well above avei;- 
age. 

It is too early to tell whe¬ 
ther the recent selling in 
the stock will cause it to 
sell at a lower price-earnings 
ratio; and If so, for how 
long. The odds are that it 
will tend to sell, at least un¬ 
til the growth trend re-esta¬ 
blished, at a lower ratio to 
earnings.

Bureaucracy! 


The true bureaucrat is any individual who has lost 
sight of the underlying purpose of the job at h.an^ whether 
in government or industry. The purpose of a library, for 
example, is to facilitate the reading of books. Yet to a 
certain type of librarian, perfection consists of a well- 
stocked library with a place for every book — and every 
book in its place. The reader who insists oin taking books 
.home, leaving empty spaces on shelves^ is this librarian’s 
natural enemy. 

It is a cost of mind invulerable even to the vicis¬ 
situdes of war. W^e see it in James Jones s novel From 
Here to Eternity” when American soldiers under surprise 
attack by Japanese plants at the outbreak of World War 
II rush to the arsenal for weapons, only to find the door 
barred by a comrade-in-arms loudly proclaiming that he 
cannot pass out live ammunition without a written re¬ 
quest signed by a commissioned' officer. 

One of these custodians forgot the purpose of a library, 
the other, the purpose of an army. Both illustrate how, 
in instituonalized endeavors, means have a way of dis¬ 
placing the ends they are originally designed to serve. In 
fact, it is one of the bureaucrat’s distinguishing features 
that, for him or for her, the means become the ends. 

The struggle to prevent this suJbtle subversion is — or 
Should be — a continual challenge to every policy maker 
in any organization, public or private. Bureaucrats love 
any policy and can be counted on to enforce it faithfully, 
as in, “I’m sorry, but that’s the policy here.” Unfonunately, 
they don’t understand what a policy is. 

A policy is a standard solution to a constantly re¬ 
curring problem not an inviolable law. As a weapon in 
the hands of fiteral-minded people, however, a “firm 
policy” can be as deadly as a repeating rifle. When mat¬ 
ters finally 'become intolerable, the harassed administrs" 
tor will usually “dhange the policy.” Of course, this never 
helps because the problem was not the policy in the 
first place, but the manner of its application. 

Every college student seeking entry into a course for 
which he lacks the exact prerequisite, every shopper trying 
to return a gift without receipt of purchase, every bank 
customer seeking to correct an error in an account is in 
danger of discovering that the rules imagined by Joseph 
Heller are In service whenever rote is more revered than 

reason. .. . 

-rhe application of binary logic to human affairs 
through electronic computers has done nothing to retard 
the spread of “Catch 22” into the wider world. And thus 
the thought occurs that modern bureaucracy does, after 
all present some problems .new to history. Nothing lends 
Itself so readily to "a standard solution to a constantly 
recurring problem” as s computer. 

A favorite student protest sign of the sixties read, I 
am a Human Being. Do not fold, spindle or multilate.” 
What they objected to is real, only the fault is not in 
our computers, but in oureslves. It lies in our human 
propensity to let means become ends, and all to often 
to resemble Santayana’s description of a fanatic; One 
who, having forgotten his purpose redoubles his efforts 

Bureaucracy is a state of mind, and the best way to 

fight it _ whether you work for government, indiustry, 

a private foundation or a bank — is not to be a bureau¬ 
crat. Or at least try not to. 

Should Be Amended I 

Supervisor Pete Schabarum said he could support 
proposed legislation changing municipal annexation laws 
only if it were amended to give the townspeople a voice 
in the boundary change proceedings. 

The bill, AB 1533, as it is now written would give 
full authority to a city’s governing body in all annexa¬ 
tion proceedings, even permitting the city to initiate the 

action. . 

And the new measure creating the Municipal Or- 
ganization Act of 1977 would require residents of the an¬ 
nexing municipality to circulate petitionsj gatherin-g 
signatures of 25 per cent of the registered voters, before 
they could vote on the question- 

“Why should citizens be required to circulate a peti¬ 
tion to be able to exercise their right to vote on the form 
of their general purpose local government^” Schabarum 

“The proposed bill should instead be amended, he 
said, “to authorize automatically an election, unless there 
is a contrary petition which indicates that 50 per cent or 
more of the townspeople are opposed to the annexation 

plan. , 

Schabarum said he could support the bill if the ap¬ 
propriate amendments were made, citing two separate 
proposals that already have been made. 

One would provide for the cessation of procedures 
with the presentation of a 50 per cent protest peition, but 
would require an election automatically in the absence 
of such a petition. 

The other proposal carries the same 50 per cent pro¬ 
test provision, but would require an election only if 
the protest petition carried between 25 per cent and 
50 per cent signatures. 

Fewer signatures than 25 per cent would permit the 
annexation procedure to go ahead without an election. 

The later proposed amendment also would permit 
the Board of Supervisors to call an election if the protests 
were higher than 50 per cent. 

“I believe a citizen has a rig’ht to vote on an issue 
as important as an annexation,” said Schabarum. 

The annexation to a city, he said, is a miuch more 
significant governmental action than the mere adjiust- 
ment of a single purpose district boundary. 

The bill as it now stands, said Sohabarum, gives 
broad powers to the cities at the exi)ense of the County 
and the unincorporated areas it serves.

It may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about Its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There Is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can driV6 8 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him ^ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates arc given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough'money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

It’s ,a far different mat¬ 
ter for a single woman to 
get a housing loan today 
than it was a few years ago. 
And the changes are all in 
jxur favor. 

Banks once regarded wo¬ 
men who weren’t married 
as bad credit risks. If they 
were employed and debt-free, 
they couldn’t even get credit 
cards. When they did get 
bank loans, they paid higher 
interests rates because they 
were considered bad credit 
risks. 

Even now, while women 
have undoubtedly made great 
professional advances, the 
myth that they are imable to 
handle money continues to 
plague them. Actually, banks 
are discovering they are as 
good or better credit risks 
than men. 

In 1975 new state and fed¬ 
eral credit laws were passed 
to correct this discrimina¬ 
tion.
